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With French Escadrille on 
Bombing Expedition—An- 
other American From Mis- 
souri Accompanied the Ex- 
pedition. 


With the American Army in France, 
February %8&-—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The. young American lieuten- 
ant who had the hohor of shooting 
down his firet German airplane while 
accompanying a French eseadrille on &@ 
bombing expedition Tuesday night had 
never operated a machine gun before 
while in fligh® and never before had 
been over the enemy lines. He got his 
man over the German city of Saarburs. 

The bombing .squadron was over 
Saarburg and in “the act of droppings 
bombs when enemy. airplanes were 
geen approaching. “By the time the 
bomb dropping had been completed the 
enemy was close at hand and the 
French formation of which this 
American and another American avia- 
tor had accompanied as gunners was 
at an altitude of 12,000 feet. 


Tarned Stream of Bulicts. 

The lieutenant, who is a Missourian, 
took off his gloves so that he might 
operate his gun more effectively when 
hée saw an enemy plane close to the 
French machine before the American 
acting as gunner could get his piece 
into action. Then he turned a stream 


lof bullets into the 


enemy and. the 
enemy machine toppled and started to 
spiral. Then it flopped and fluttered 
down with a flare of smoke and flame 
in its wake. It crashed to the ground 
a short distance from the German city. 

The other American aviator, also a 


Vlieutenant, who is from Atlanta, was 


not so lucky as the Missourian, for the 
machine he picked out to engage 
dodged away quickly and he was un- 
able to get in any effective shots., 
When the squadron returned the 
Missouri lieutenant’s hands were swol- 
len. to twice their normal size from 
the cold, he having lost his gloves 


during the encounter. Otherwise he is 
today just about the happiest officer 
in the American expeditionary forces. 
vet has been in France only a short 
time. 


Things Happen Quickly. 
The incident shows 
things may happen to a flier. The 
Missouri lieutenant had no thought of 
making a flight until just. before he 
actually started on one, having come 
to town from a camp to see a dentist. 
In the street he met the other Ameri- 
can lieutenant who already had been 
assigned to accompany the bombing 
party. This officer, who is from At- 
lanta, after announcing that he was 
going on a bombing raid over Ger- 
many with the French, asked the Mis- 
sourian to come along and see him 
off. The Missourian agreed and went 
to the field. The Atlantan had climbed 
into his machine when one of the 
French pilots discovered that his ob- 
server was missing. Only one sugges- 
tion was necessary to cause the Mis- 
sourian quickly t6 telephone for and 
receive permission to go. He explained 
his imexperience, but the Frenchman 
said that made no difference. Thus 
he began the flight in which he brought 
down the German machine.

A Federal Offense. 

The auto association will ask legis- 
lation making it a federal offense for a 
thief to carry a stolen car from one 
state to another, and providing a 
heavy penalty as punishment. 

The resolution drawn up also asks 
for a law making it illegal to purchase 
a second-hand car without reporting 
the time and place of sale to the po- 
lice, and also making it unlawful to 
buy a car when the number has been 
removed. 

The system by which the alleged 
gang of automobile thieves work and 
means by which this organization may 
be broken up was shown at the meet- 
ing by representatives of the Automo- 
bile Association, Solicitor John A. Boy- 
kin, Chief Beavers, Sheriff Lowry and 
other officers of the law. 

It is claimed that a shrewd gang of 
unusually intelligent thieves are at 
the head of an organized band, with 
branches in Jacksonville, Chattanooga, 
New Orleans, and other large cities, 
where the greater part of 400 Atlanta 
cars, so chamged that owners cannot 
recognize them have been sent and 
disposed of in the last year, where only 
fourteen of that number have been re- 
covered. 

Alleged Thieves Are Young. 
It was brought out that most of the 
alleged thieves now in jail are young 
boys from 17 to 19 years of age, and 
that evidence has been secured to show 
that these boys belonging to the alleged 


band gather at certain local pool rooms 
receive their 


pay. 
The boy who actually steals the car 
receives only $50, it. is said, for hana- 
ing it over to a man of higher intelli- 
gence ‘who receives a grade higher sal- 
ary, and he in rn passes it along to 
the man next above him, until by the 
time the car is actually eold it has 
passed through probably half a dozen 
hands. . 

The cars are greatly changed before 
being sold, it was said, a special dye 
being used to disguise the color; num- 
bers are exchanged in such a way that 
they give no clue to the identity of an 
automobile; and running DdDoards are 
taken from one car and placed on an- 
other. 

It is expected that the active interest 
which is being manifested by the Geor- 
gia State Autémobile association will 
bring material results in the campaign 
against this gang.

TALLED DIPLOMATS 


STILL PETROGRAD 


Washington Takes No Stock in 
Rumor That They Have 
Been Expelled. 


Washington, February 8.—Late today 
the state department received a rou- 
tine telegram from Ambassador Fran- 
cis: in Petragrad dated February 4. This 
was regarded as discounting further 
the unconfirmed report that the diplo- 
matic representatives of all allies had 
been expelled from the capital by the 
Bolsheviki. 

The report that all the allied mis- 
sions at Petrograd had been driven out 
by the Bolshevik government and are 
on their ‘way to the Swedish border, 
/was received at the state department 
through American Minister Morris at 
{ Stockholm. 

Minister Morris has/ reported 
that two trains from Petrograd 
had arrived there, one bringing the ex- 
pelled Rumanian legation. He also re- 
ported the capture of Torneo by the 
White guards. * 

Recently Ambassador Francis _re- 
ceived threats from a group of an- 
archists to hold him responsible for 
the safety of Alexander Berkman and 
Emma Goldman, sentenced to prison 
for conspiracy against the draft law. 
There appeared to be no yeason for be- 
lieving the Petrograd government was 
a party to the threats. Recently also 
the foreign office refused to permit 
diplomats to draw upon funds in Petro- 
grad banks.

American officers, 1,917 men, 16 offi- 
cers and 183 men of the crew and six 
passengers. 

The bodies of 126 American troops 
have been recovered. 

Great Military Funerals. 

Of the 148 survivors landed on the 
Scottish coast, 134 belonged to the 
United States army, including seven of- 
ficers. Of these one officer and 25 men/ 
are remaining where they landed to 
attend to the funeral arrangements for 
the American dead. 

It was announced today that ar- 
rangements were being made by Brit- 
ish and American officials jointly for 
great military funerals for the Tus- 
cania’s dead. 

As the list of Americans on board 
the Tuscania was lost when the vessel 
went down, it will be impossible to as- 
certain the names of those lost until 
the names of the survivors have been 
cabled to the United States. 

The correspondent of the Press asso- 
ciation at an Irish port says the sur- 
vivors of the Tuscania there were 
greatly reliewed to hear of the safe 
arrival elsewhere of Major Benjamin 
F. Wade, of Washington, commander 
of a contingent on the steamer, and 
hundreds of other American troops. 

Two Wemen on Board. 

The only two women on board, the 
correspondent’s account says, Mrs. 
Collins and Mrs. Parsons, went down 
a rope into a lifeboat. The former said 
that when their boat left the Tus- 
cania many of the troops had been 
thrown out in lowering the next boat. 

“We were immediately surrounded 
by men in the icy water wearing life 
belts,” she said. “We had only two 
men in our boat who could manage 
the oars. They did their best, and as we 
came across a swimming or floating 
man we gathered him into the boat. 
Soon the boat was very full. We wit- 
nessed many distressing scenes. 
Eventually we got on board a destroy- 
er. I don’t remember a harder bit of 
work.” 

A soliier who heard Mrs. Collins, a 
stewardess, tell the story, said: 

“Yes, and you did as much as the 
best man in the world could have done. 
I was in your boat and saw you.” 

A young officer, answering a ques- 
tion as to what the soldiers did while 
waiting for the destroyer, said: 

‘“Oh, we soon steadied down, lounged 
about and smoked, but we did not ven- 
ture below to gather up our belong- 
ings, for fear the ship would suddenly 
capsize. We talked about the misfor- 
tune of crossing the Atlantic only to 
be caught in the last lap. We cheered 
the first destroyer which came along- 
side, and its men cheered us. Their 
work was magnificent, and only when 
they saw they could save no more lives 
did they leave the scene. It was thought 
well to make for different ports, and 
here I am among people who over- 
whelmed us with kindness.” 

Nobody Screamed,. 

A young trooper said he would not 
have missed the experience for any- 
thing. 

“Tl was on deck talking to my chum,” 
he went on, “when I heard a bang, and 
up went a whole heap of wreckage and 
water over our heads. I was drenched 
to the skin. Nobody screamed, but you 
can imagine how it felt to stand shiv- 
ering in the darkness, not knowing 
when we would get another shot that 
would send the boat to the bottom.”

142 AMERICANS REFUSE 
TO LEAVE BARREN SHORE 


Survivors of the Tuscania Fear 
Trawler Because of Lack 
of Life Boats. 


a 


An Irish Port, February 3—(By the 
Associated Press.)—A small fishing 
trawler returned to this port this morn- 
ing without the 142 Americans it set 
out from here to take off from the bar- 
ren northerly shore, which the Ameri- 
cans had reached on three life boats 
fourteen hours after the Tuscania was 
sunk by a German submarine. 

The skipper of the trawler told the 
British commodore here that the Amer- 
ican captain in charge of the party re- 
fused to embark his men on the trawler 
because the little vessel did not carry 
life boats sufficient to hold all of the 
troops in case the trawler was torpe- 
doed. 

This party, according to the captain 
of the trawler, consists of two captains 
and 140 men, who reached the shore 
a short distance from the point where 
the bodies of forty-four Americans 
were washed up yesterday. The traw- 
ler had made a perilous journey to 
reach the Americans. The sea was 
choppy. but the trawler kept her course 
until she reached the point where the 
Americans are marooned. 

On the arrival of the trawler the 
British authorities sent a larger steam- 
er to bring the Americans to Glasgow. 
This vessel has sufficient life boats to 
take care of the men in case it should 
run afoul of an underwater boat. 
SOME SURVIVORS 
REACH GLASGOW. 

Glasgow, Scotland, February 8.—An- 
other party of survivors from the Tus- 
cania, including Captain McLean and a 
number of American members of the 
crow ,arrived today from a Scottish 
port.

New York, February 8.—Marked im- 
provement during the past twenty-four 
hours in the condition of Colonel Roose-— 
velt was indicated in a bulletin issued 
at 9 o’clock tonight by the physicians 
attending him at Roosevelt. hospital 
The bulletin said the “outlook is very 
encouraging.” 

“Dr. Duel called on Colonel Roose- 
velt at 8:15 o’clock,” said the text of 
the bulletin. “Colonel Roosevelt has 
had a very comfortable day,’ and is 
progressing favorably in every way. 
Temperature and pulse have been nor- 
mal throughout the day, and the vio- | 
lent symptoms of his internal ear in- | 
flammation are subsiding rapidly. The) 
outlook is very encouraging.” 

Despite the encouraging tone of to- | 
day's bulletins, Colonel Roosevelt's doc- | 
tors have indicated that they would be 


unable to determine before tomorrow | 
whether further operations would be | 
necessary. Tuesday the colonel under- | 
went an operation for abscesses which | 
had formed in his ears, although he 
was only recovering from another op- 
eration performed a few days before at | 
his Oystér Bay home for fistuta. 

Yesterday acute inflammation de- 
veloped in the colonel’s inner left ear, 
which resulted in the harried calling 
of conferences by the specialists who 
have been attending him, as they fear- 
ed it might extend to the mastoid pro- 
cess. At their conclusion it was an- 
nounced that the patient's condition 
was “serious, but not critical,” and 
the doctors would be unable to say 
until forty-eight hours had _ elapsed 
whether another operation would be 
necessary. 

Members of Colonel Roosevelt’s fam- 
ily, who have been at the hospital yea- 
terday and today, were very optimistic 
over the reports of the physicians, and 
in announcing tonight's bulletin Miss 
Josephine Stricker, Colonel’ Roosevelt's 
private secretary, said there was noth- 
ing noted from today’s observations 
which would indicate the -heed of any 
further operation. 

Unfounded reports that Colonel 
Roosevelt had died resulted tn a flood 
of inquiries at the hospital today by 
‘telephone and telegraph. The hospital 
authorities expressed indignation that 
such a report should have been Started. 

Dozens of Colonel Roosevelt's friends 
called at the hospital to inquire as to 
his condition and leave expressions .of 
their hope for his speedy recovery.

In the game in question. with a 
runner on first and third, the double 
steal was attempted. The catcher peg- 
ged the ball to second, the throw was 
cut off by the second baseman, who 
hurried it back to the plate, in order to 
get the runner scoring from third. The 
ball was handled perfectly, and it was 
apparent that the runner would be an 
easy out, unless the unexpected hap- 
pened. The odds were about ten to one 
against him as he started his run for 
the plate. The catcher at that time 
had the ball waiting for him This was 
all very evident to him, so-he slid wide 
of the plate, hoping that he might 
possibly miss being touched by the 
catcher, and then be able to touch the 
plate before the catcher could turn 
and get him. 


Part of the play worked as the run- 
ner hoped it would. The catcher failed to 
touch him as he slid wide of the plate. 


The catcher, however, didn't give the 
rumner a-chance to touch the plate, 


because he quickly wheeled around and 
made it impossible. The runner re- 


gained his feet, and stood still about 
three or four feet away from the plate. 
The catcher stepped out to touch him, 
and as he did so the runner started to- 
ward his bench. The catcher followed 
him perhaps a half dozen steps. In the 
meantime | had called the runner out, 
but the catcher was taking no chances, 
he continued to pursue the runner. 


The runner on first had, of course, 
reached second in safety. Noticing that 
the catcher was chasing the other run- 
ner around the field, he decided to 
make a try for third. The yells of his 
teammates finally reached the ears of 
the catcher, who stopped the chase be- 
fore he had touched the runner, and 
made a hurried throw to third to get 
the runner coming up from second. He 
failed to do so. The moment.the catch- 
er threw the ball, the runner original- 
ly on third ran back and touched the 
plate. The team at bat claimed a run, 
but, of course, I refused to allow it, 
statin that I had called the runner 
out, the moment he started for the 
bench to avoid being touched. 


If a runner who fails to touch the 
plate continues on his way to his 
bench, there is no reason in the world 
why the catcher should be forced to 
touch him with the ball to complete 
the out. All he need do is touch the 
plate, as he would any other base. The 
fact that the home plate is the final 
goal of the runner is perhaps what 
causes confusion. If a player slides 
past the plate without touching it he 
has a perfect right to try to touch the 
plate before the catcher touches hits 
with the ball, if he can do so. He has 


the same right at the plate as any 
other base, but if he fails to do s0, 
and then continues on his way to the 
bench 
by the catcher with the ball in his 
possession is all that is necessary. 


JAKE KILRAIN {5 
FFTV-NINE TODAY 


Famous Belt Presented to Him 
as Champion Is Unique 
Affair. 


_ In the old days of bare knuckle fight- 
ing a champion who didn’t have an orn- 


at all. In Great Britain Lord Lonsdale 
revived the old practice of giving elab- 
orate belts to the champions in the va- 
rious divisions, but on this side of the 
Atlantic a pugilistic champ doesn’t care 
whether he has a belt or not. 

Today is the 59th birthday of Jake 
Kilrain, who was the original holder 
of what was perhaps the most scrump- 
tious and valuable belt ever made. 
Jake, a native of Long Island, whipped 
a lot of good heavies in the early ’80s, 
and repeatedly challenged John IL. Sulli- 
van to battle. The Bostonian was slow 
in coming to terms, so the men who 
then controlled the destinies of Ameri- 
can pugilism declared Kilrain the cham- 
pion. The belt emblematic of the title 
was presented to Jake in Baltimore 
about thirty years ago, and Kilrain 
successfully defended it against Jem 
Smith, the English champion. Finally, 
in 1889, Sullivan challenged Kilrain to 
fight for the belt and $5,000 a side, and 
they met at Richburg, Miss., Sullivan 
winning after a hard battle lasting 
seventy-five rounds. 

A description of the belt, published 
at the time of its presentation to Kil- 
rain, was as folows: “It was 50 inches 
long and & inches wide, and weighs 
about 200 ounces in solid silver and 
gold. The design is entirely different 
from any prize ring belt ever offered 
in America or England, and its intrinsic 
value has never been equalled. The 
work is laid out by solid silver plates 
and flexible woven silver chains, so that 
the belt, notwithstanding its great and 
ponderous weight and size, can be ad- 
justed to the body and worn with ease. 
The plates are richly ornamented with 
solid gold figures, and one of these or- 
naments is so made that a likeness of 
the winner can be put in a gold frame, 
encircled by a solid gold laurel leaf, 
suspended from the bill of a full-winged 
eagle. The center of the belt repre- 
sents a prize ring with two men fac- 
ing each other in a fighting attitude. 


The whole of this part is sold gold. 
The men are represented in full ring 
costume.”

SWITCHMEN ASKING 
FOR INGREASED PAY 


Train Dispatchers Also Ask 
Advance—Negro Porters on 
Philosophy of Tipping. 


Washington, February $8.—Presenta- 
tion of requests by switchmen for in- 
creased pay amd time and a half for 
all work beyond eight hours developed 
into a discussion before the railroad 
wage board today of the practicability 


of any readjustment of the hours now 
when there is a great shortage of men, 
which would hamper operation of 
trains. 

Ss. E. Hebderling, president of the 
switchmen’s union, said the eight-hour 
law was not being generally observed 
because overtime was not penalized, 
and asked that instead of a pro rata 
basis, time and a half be imposed for 
all work beyond the basic day. 

“Would that be advisable, with all 
industries handicapped by men sent to 
the front?” asked Secretary Lane, 
chairman of the commission. 

“Where are you going to get the 
extra men?” asked Commissioner Cov- 
ington. . 

Mr. Heberling said it was only de- 
sired to keep the day as closely as 
possible to an eight-hour basis to mini- 
mize accidents due to fatigue. 

Secretary Lane remarked on casualty 
figures for switchmen, showing a per- 
centage was greater than for the 
armies in Europe. 

Cc. L. Darling, of Spokane, Wash.: A. 
S. Bimorse, of Portland, Ore. and J. C. 
Wessels, of Ashland, Wis., appeared for 
the train dispatchers and asked the 
government for substantial wage in- 


}creases, which they said the railroads 


would not even discuss. 

“If the railroad presidents would 
only meet us half way I would not 
be in Washington today.” said Mr. 
Bimrose. 

“A little more vision would help,” 
commented Commissioner McChord 

Thomas McNeill, representing the car 
inspectors of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, told the commission the inspec- 
tors should come under the eight-hour 
law because of their part in the opera- 
tion of trains. Jhe railroad manage- 
ments have refused to concede this. 

The philosophy of tipping was ex- 
pounded to an interested audience by 
Robert T.. Mays, a dining car waiter, 
who spoke for unorganized negro em- 
ployees. He said they received $25 a 
month wages for sixteen to eighteen 
hours of daily work. When asked if 
they would consent to the elimination 
of tips and substitution of a higher 
salary, he said he believed both wait- 
ers and porters would be glad to fore- 
go tips if -their pay was increased to 
$100 and up monthly. 

“Then, your tips average $76 a 
" asked Mr. McChord. 

s, on a good run. We serve pos- 
sibly thirty persons at meals every day, 
the tips averaging 10 cents each, or 
about $90 a month. Some of the men 
on the big eastern lines between here 
and New York, for instance, would kick 
o na salary of $100 and no tips, but 
the men in the west, on the long desert 
runs, where they have to buy their own 
food and get back in the best way they 
can, would be glad of the change.” 

“And what difference does the tip 
make in the kind of service received?’ 

“Absolutely none. We not merely 
are required to give good service, but 
our superiors see that we do ve it, 
for any dissatisfaction means loss of 
patronage by the road. 

“T suggest a very small addition to 
each check, about 12 cents would care 
for the increase in wages. A slight 
advance in berth rates would pay the 
porters a living wage.”

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BAKER 15 DEFENDED 
BY SENATOR THOMAS 


Asserts War Department Has 
Accomplished Much—New 
Boards Opposed. 


Washington, February 8.—Except for 
more senate discussion, lead by Sena- 
tor Thomas, a democrat of the military 
committee, who praised the army’s ac- 
complishments, defended Secretary Ba- 
ker and opposed the war cabinet bill, 
there were no movemtoday in the con- 
troversy over war efffiency and organ- 
ization. 

By common consent, apparently, fur- 
ther action was postponed until next 


week. Both the senate and the military: 


committee adjourned until Monday. 

Tomorrow the first conference of re- 
publican senators called since the 
United States entered the war will be 
held. Republican Leader Gallinger to- 
day denied that solid party action upon 
pending legislation is planned, declar- 
ing members would act upon their in- 
dividual judgment. 

Thomas Defends Baker. 

Senator Thomas renewed debate in 
the senate with a speech asserting that 
the war department’s record should be 
praised instead of condemned and that 
Secretary Baker’s statement before the 
committee was “a story replete with 
accompaniments.” Opposing the war 
cabinet bill, he declared, it would add 
“another link to the chain that already 
binds us,” and take away the presi- 
dent’s powers as commander-in-chief. 

While there has been evidence 
of some inefficiency in the war 
department, he said, he was surprised 
there had not been more, since the 
United States was wholly unprepared 
for war. 

Senator Thomas estimated that be- 
tween 50 and 60 per cent of the re- 
cently organized government bureaus 
were “supernumerary” with employees 
doing practically nothing, but it was 
the fault of the system of government, 
he declared, and he did not place the 
blame on any official. 

Senator Thomas concluded with a 
plea for greater shipbuilding activity, 
declaring that the most serious prob- 
lem the country was facing. He attack- 
ed laborers for refusing to work full 
time and continually demanding higher 
wages. 

“I think it has almost become neces- 
sary for the government to comman- 
deer every shipyard, 
employee and lay a heavy on 
idlers when workmen are s0 badly 
needed,” he declared. 

Chamberiain Raps Lewis. 

During the discussion in which wan- 
ing interest was evidenced by many 
vacant seats on the floor and in the 
galleries, Senator Chamberlain, chair- 
man of the military committee, sharply 
replied to critic ao from Senator Lew- 
is, democrati: hip, regarding the com- 
mittee’s examination of Mr. Baker. The 
latter suggested that the secretary 
Should have been called before the 
committee when it began its inquiry, 
instead of when witnesses had present- 
ed attacks. Senator Chamberlain said 
the committee’s proceedure followed the 
express request of the secretary. 

The military committee met today, 
but did not attempt to consider th 
war cabinet measure, nor continue its 
war inquiry. Both matters were post- 
poned until next week, when Secre- 
tary Baker is expected to present infor- 
mation regarding available army trans- 
port tonnage and also return for croas- 
examination. Afterward the committee 
Plans to close its war inquiry with in- 
vestigation of cantonment site selec- 
tions and construction contracts. 

In considering the administration 
bill proposing to vest the president 
with power to co-ordinate and reor- 
ganize the government machinery as 
he desires, Senator Overman, its spon- 
sor, said today he did not contemplate 
hasty action on the measure. It will 
be taken up by the judiciary committee 
next Monday, he said, and be subject. 
to usual committee proceedure. Its in- 
troduction has so ged the situation 
that some senators preparing addresses 
to be delivered next week against the 
war cabinet and munitions director 
bills may abandon them.

Washington, February 8.—BPnactment 
of the war finance corporation bill to 
strengthen the country’s financial and 
industrial condition for the fight 
against Germany was urged before the 
senate finance committee today by Sec- 
retary McAdoo, with the support of 
W. P. G. Harding, governor, and Paul 
M. Warburg, vice governor of the fed- 
eral reserve board. 

Secretary McAdoo said the legislation 
not only would not cause inflation, but 
would serve to prevent it. He outlined 
in detail the plan under which with. a 
capital of half billion dollars and au- 
thority to issue $5,000,000,000 in bonds 
to finance essential industries, the gory- 
ernment would control all security is- 
sues during the war. He will be qués- 
tioned Monday by members of the com- 
mittee regarding various provisions of 
the bill. A similar measure already has 
been introduced in the house and hear- 
ings on it will open Monday before the 
ways and means committee.
